OKLAHOMA DOCTORS 
STUDYING THE DISEASE 


Skiatook, Okla. Jan. 13. (/P)— Only 
t w o of the 50 or more persons still 
su ffe rin g 
from the m ysteriou s epi­ 
demic here, w hi ch has received v ari­ 
ous nam es, a re still confined to bed, 
a su rv ey today revealed, and they are 
not seriously sick. The local doctors,

Numerous laws to this country. Can- 
td a and Great Britain forbid vurlou# 
acts of work and play on Sunday, but 
not Bince the lapse of the “blue laws' 
of colonial days have Americans beta 
forced by leglslatiou to go to church 
on the Sabbath, an exchange says. 
In 
England, however, It " u s Dot until the 
middle of the laat century, during the 
reign of Queen Victoria, that all pen­ 
alties for lionatteadanee at religious 
eervtcee "e re abolished. Some uuumihI 
incident« attended the enforcement of 
the regulations, particularly upon the 
Hebrews. 
They were not released from the pro- 
virions of the law uutll 1871 and multi­ 
tude* of tbetn "e re prosecuted for in­ 
sisting upon observing their own Sal>- 
bath. 
lu the thirteenth century. It Is 
recorded, a Jew of Tewkesbury fell in­ 
to a sewer on a Saturduy. 
Although 
almost submerged, he would not permit 
himself to be drawn out. beilevlug that 
to do so would be to violute the sancti­ 
ty of the holy day. 
On the following 
morning he was quite ready to be re- 
mo* ed from his perilous plight, but the 
authorities, out of reverence for tho 
Christian Sabbath, would not permit 
the unfortuuate uiau to be re«*.ued un­ 
til after sunrise on Monday, when he 
was found to be dead. 
As lats as 1880 there were per- 
sous in English prisons whose only 
crime was refusal to attend divine serv­ 
ice. 
One of them was a youug man 
who had been eouvieted nt the iustl- 
gstlon of his ow n mother, who appear­ 
ed against him. 
In 1817 Sir Moutague 
Burgoyue " a s haled into court to ex­ 
plain why he bad neglected his relig­ 
ious duties. 
Rigid Sunday observance 
In Eugluu 1 began during the reign of 
Edgar. In the tenth century, when the 
Sabbath day was ordained to be kept 
holy frotu three o’clock on Saturday 
afternoon until 
sunrise on Monday. 
The moat Innocent actions were con­ 
demned. and death was the extreme 
penalty for continued vlohitiou of the 
iaw-. 
About three centuries ago parlia­ 
ment passed a law imposing n flue of 
one shilling for remaining away from 
church on Sunday, unless some good 
excuse was forthcoming. 
This net re- 
nudned lu effect until comparatively 
receut times, and inability or unwilling­ 
ness to pay tba flue resulted lu a pris­ 
on sentence.

Film# to Replace Books. 
Motion pictures will take the place 
of textbooks In schools and colleges, 
according to Tbuiuas A. Edison, in an 
interview receqtly. 
•'The only text­ 
books needed will be for the teacher’s 
own use," declares the Inventor of 
the motion picture camera. 
“A great 
him library of educational and indus­ 
trial subjects should be built up In 
Washington. 
Then these films could 
be issued on the rental system to all in­ 
stitutions la the United States, even 
to the most remote rural schoolhouse*. 
and the 9ysteiu could be so operated 
that It would pay its own way.” 
As­ 
serting that “anything which can be 
taught to the ear can be taught better 
to the eye,’* Mr. Edison continued: 
•"I he moving object on the screen, the 
closest possible approximation to real­ 
ity, is almost the same as bringing 
that object Itself before the child or 
taking the child to that object. 
Film 
teaching will be done 
without 
any 
books whatsoever. 
The only textbooks 
needed will be for the teacher's own 
use. 
The films will serve as guide 
posts 
to 
these 
teacher 
Instruction 
books, not the books us guides to the 
films.” 
By making "every class room 
and every assembly hall a movie show, 
100 per cent attendance” will be as­ 
sured. Mr. Edison says. 
“Why, you 
won’t be able to keep boys and girls 
away from school then.”

The feed of the muskrat consist* of 
grasses, apples, bark of trees, water 
plants, currots, turnips, cabbage and 
corn, und crayfish. 
Although millions of these brown- 
colored rats are trapped each year for 
their fur, the number does Dot seem 
to decreuse. 
When the fur Is made In­ 
to clothing It is called Russian mink 
or Baltic seal. 
One of the ways of trapping the 
muskrat is to set a trap three or four 
Inches below the surface of water in 
a place where he has been lo the habit 
of leaving the water. 
In thla way he 
will step Into the trap as he under­ 
takes to leave the water. 
Still anoth­ 
er way Is to place the trap Just below 
the entrance Into his home. 
Some 
trappers use apples or turnips as bait 
The home quarters is usually quite 
a large cavity and contains much grass 
and sticks. 
During the first two or 
three weeks of the life of the young 
the mother muskrat does not leave the 
home but depends upon the male to 
furnish the feed supply.
